WHAT THE TARIFF TINKERS W A N T. 


TH E 
E 0 A R D 
OF. 
EDUCATIO N. 


W e h iv e no doubt th a t th e sentim ents 
of H r, FfcKcr, in our last issue, were gen­ 
erally approved. 
C ertainly it is extrem ely 
desirable th a t the Board of Education 
should be composed of citizens whose own 
attainm ents nfford some w arrant for confi­ 
dence in th eir ability to govern and guide 
th e educational system . 
To elect to such 
offices men who are them selves wholly 
w ithout educatiou is discreditable to the 
intelligence of th e com m unity, for it im ­ 
plies a popular indifference to the m anner 
in which this work is done. 
A nd it m ust 
be observed th a t dem ocratic principles will 
not apply to the office of School Director. 
I t is not true, as to this office, th a t one 
m an is as good a3 another. 
On the con­ 
trary , it is not m erely desirable b u t neces­ 
sary th a t these officials should be educated 
men, if they are to m aintain the requisite 
efficiency in the Echools. 
A man who has 
received no education himself is necessarily 
unfit to discuss and adjudicate educa­ 
tional questions. 
Therefore when such 
m en are elected School Directors they m ust 
cither refrain from attem pting to meddle 
w ith such subjects, or they m ust do mischief 
by th eir ignorance. 
T h at th ey are incom­ 
peten t to perform the duties of the office is 
perfectly obvious, and th eir presence in such 
positions is nothing less th an a stinging 
satire upon th e capacity of the com m unity 
for self-government. 
There is, however, in 
Sacram ento a very well defined public 
opinion which dem ands th a t th e schools 
shall be made to produce the best resulrs 
of which they are capable, and which 
insists th a t to this end a thoroughly com­ 
petent Board of Education shall be chosen. 
The question Í3, by w hat m ethods shall 
this be done. 
If, as M r. F elter says, the 
political managers of both parties are w ill­ 
ing to p u t partisanship aside in this con­ 
nection, and unite in m aking arrangem ents 
for a really popular election, 
it w ould 
seem th a t nothing b etter th an this is 
likely to be proposed. 
Before proceeding 
further, however, it would bo as well for 
the Republican and D em ocratic C ity Com­ 
m ittees to declare w hat th ey are willing 
to do in th e premises. 
Of course it is clear 
enough th a t there ought to be no politics 
in th e election of School D irectors, and if 
we could contrive to discard party once it 


is possible th a t we could m aintain this 
m ethod of filling vacancies in the Board of 
Education. 
T he tim e is short, and if any­ 
th in g is to bo done to redeem th e m anage­ 
m ent of 
the schools it m ust be done 
quickly.

M EDICAL 
DISC USSIO N . 


E verything now adays is discussed pub­ 
licly after the m anner of the symposium. 
Religion, governm ent, political economy, 
education, 
have 
in tu rn 
been treated 
in this way, and of course it could not be 
expected th at the death of President G ar­ 
field should be passed over as a fitting 
subject. 
So the N orth Am erican Review 
has invited the doctors to say w hat they 
th in k about the medical treatm en t of the 
case, and Dr. H am m ond lias thus obtained 
th e opportunity long sought by him , of de­ 
claring hi3 conviction th a t the President 
died of m alpractice, as G uiteau alleges. I t 
is evident th a t Dr. H am m ond will have 
to be pu t on the w itness stand by the de­ 
fense, though notw ithstanding his profes­ 
sional reputation we think Le will find it 
d'fficult 
to m aintain 
his 
thesis. 
The 
other physicians who discuss the m atter all 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
th a t 
the 
death of 
th e 
President was 
inev. 
itable and 
th a t 
he 
was treated 
as 
skillfully as possible. 
They are apparently 
also all of th e opinion th a t it would have 
m ade no difference to th e result had the 
surgeons discovered the actual course of 
th e bullet a t first. 
In one contingency it 
m ight have made a very considerable dif­ 
ference. 
For had an attem p t been made 
to probe th e actual track of th e bullet, the 
presum ption m u it be th a t death would 
have resulted alm ost im m ediately, from 
rupture of the aueurism al sac w hich had 
been formed over the lesion in the splenic 
artery. 
A nd if Dr. H am m ond undartakce 
to show th a t the P resident’s wound m ight 
have been safely probed, it will be incum ­ 
bent on him to dem onstrate how a bistoury 
can be pushed into an arterial sac in the 
interior of the body w ithout producing 
fatal consequences. 
I t is very doubtful if 
D r. Ham inoud lias done him self any good 
by th e p art he has taken in this discussion.

The Tariff Convention in session a t Chi­ 
cago h as been called together for th e p u r­ 
pose of taking steps to check th e rapid dir- 
charge of th e national debt, to th e end 
th at th e taxes on im ports m ay be contin­ 
ued indefinitely. 
The proposition to de­ 
m and reduction of th e internal revenue 
taxes has this and no other object. 
The 
Protectionists realize th a t at the present 
rate of paying off th e public debt, it w ill 
be entirely got riu of in a few years, and 
this prospect fills them w ith alarm , for they 
know th a t w hen there is no longer any 
debt it w ill be impossible for them to resist 
the popular dem and for th e abolition of 
im port duties. 
So they are now advocat­ 
ing th e rem oval of the principal internal 
revenue taxes, know ing th a t if th is is done 
the paym ents of th e public debt will be 
reduced to such sm all dimensions th a t it 
will tak e at least several generations to 
discharge th e rem ainder of it. 
A great 
m any false pretenses are being p u t forward 
to justify this programme. 
By some of its 
’ defenders it is boldly asserted, as of old, th a t 
“ a national debt is a national blessing.” 
T his is a doctrine analagous in all points to 
th a t w hich was held by the fox who had 
lost his tail. 
T h at sagacious aDimal en­ 
deavored to persuade his unm utilated fel­ 
lows th a t the condition to w hich a cruel 
trap had reduced him possessed advantages 
of the highest order, and th a t no fox who 
understood his own interest would con­ 
tinue to carry so cumbrous an appendage 
as a tail, w hen he could get rid of it. J u s t 
so our Protectionist friends are echoing 
th e old English absurdity about th e great 
benefits of a national dc-bt. 
They say th at 
it is necessary to have such a debt because 
w ithout it the national banks could find 
no sound securities for th eir circulation, 
and th a t w ithout it there w ould be no 
safety for truat-fund investm ents. 
They 
also assert th at th ey are deeply concerned 
because of th e burden of taxation which 
the poor dear people are bearing, and they 
argue, as ha3 been argued before, th a t this 
generation ought no t to take upon itself 
the entire liquidation of th e deb*, bu t 
should leave som ething to be done by its 
successors. 


N one of these argum ents are new, and 
none of] them will stand exam ination. 
As 
regards the national banks, it is perfectly 
clear th a t it is w ithin the capacity of Con­ 
gress to divise some other form of security 
after th e debt has been paid, and even if 
this was not so, the banka could have no 
claim upon the country for the sacrifice 
proposed in th eir behalf. 
The same an­ 
sw er w ill Buffice for th e argum ent in re­ 
gard to trust-funds, and it m ay also be 
suggested th at since the country m anaged 
to get along well enough w ithout a n a­ 
tional debt before th e war, it is likely to 
experience no greater difficulties hereafter. 
A nd it is necessary to point out th a t the 
assertion th at the people are dem anding 
any reduction of the federal taxes is an en­ 
tirely unw arrantable assum ption. 
There is 
absolutely no evidence for it. 
The people 
have nr.t m ade a m ovem ent in th e m atter. 
On th e contrary, it ¡3 a thoroughly ascer­ 
tained fact th a t th e people desire the debt 
to be extinguished as quickly as possible, 
and are perfectly willing to bear the neces­ 
sary taxation. 
T he national assent to the 
rapid paym ent of th e debt has indeed been 
so em phatically given th a t it m ay be re­ 
garded as an essentially Am erican doc­ 
trine. 
The idea of a perm anent debt has 
at no tim e found favor in this country, and 
in view of th e success which has accom­ 
panied the plan of quick payjnent there is 
not the slightest probability th a t the pub­ 
lic will change th eir m inds in this m atter. 
The proposal to abolish th e internal 
revenue taxes is m oreover a vicious one, 
apart from its bearings upon the generai 
fiscal policy of th e country. 
The in­ 
ternal revenue taxe3 upon w hisky and 
tobacco and beer, for instance, are among 
th e m ost indispensable of all imposts. They 
would perhaps yield larger revenues if they 
were som ew hat reduced, since, in th e case 
of w hisky at least, the high tax acts as a 
prem ium on illicit distillation and fraud 
of various kinds. 
There are some sm aller 
internal taxes which m ight be dispensed 
with, since they are vexatious, and do not 
retu rn any considerable revenue. 
B ut the 
general scheme of internal taxation pro­ 
duces a very large revenue in th e easiest 
possible way, and therefore constitutes the 
m ost desirable form of taxation. 
The 
Protectionists, however, are try in g to di­ 
vert public attention from questions which 
th ey fear th e agitation of, by proposing 
these radical changes. 
W h at th ey really 
w ant we have already shown. 
They are 
not concerned fer the people. 
They seek, 
on the contrary, to compel the people to 
contribute indefinitely to th3 support of 
industries which they have been prefending 


for half a century only needed help in their 
infancy, b u t w hich it is now evident they 
desire to bolster up perm anently. 
N ow all these im port taxe3 are u lti­ 
m ately borne by th e producers, and they 
cannot have any protection. 
T heir pro­ 
gress in fact is retarded, and th eir earnings 
are taken from them , to pay other people 
for investing in naturally unprofitable un­ 
dertakings. 
B ut th is is not th e worst. 
The Protectionists, when asked to show 
w hat th eir favorite system has done for 
them , are w ont to point to th e grow th of 
m anufactures. 
B ut if theBo m anufactures 
have now reached a self-supporting condi­ 
tion, th ey cannot longer need protection ; 
and if after all these years they still need 
help, it is evidently useless to try to estab­ 
lish them . 
In either case th e tariff is a 
rank im position upon th e producers, and 
is w ithout rational apology. 
The P rotec­ 
tionism are absurdly inconsistent, also. 
They are alw ays clam oring for more sup­ 
port, y e t they are alw ays asserting th a t 
they are prospering. 
Both these positions 
cannot be true, or if both are true it fol­ 
lows th a t the exactions of the tariff are 
no b e tter th an highw ay robbery. 
The 
Tariff Convention is assembled for the 
furtherance of sinister and mischievous 
purposes. 
I t is an im pudent attem pt to 
hoodw ink th e A m erican peopie, and make 
them consent to th eir own robbery. 
The 
national program m e m ust be, quick ex­ 


tinction of the public debt, m aintenance of 
the internal revenue taxes, radical revis­ 
ion, and if possible to tal abolition, of the 
tariff, and repeal of th e navigation laws. 


A CURIOUS ANALOGY. 


A correspondent of the N ew York Sun 
calls attention to a somewhat curious anal­ 
ogy between the behavior of Guiteau in 
Court and that of Lawrence, the man who 
tried to 
assassinate 
Andrew Jackson. 
Lawrence was undoubtedly mad, but in 
Court he conducted himself quite after the 
Guiteau fashion, and the writer we are 
citing suggests that possibly Guiteau may 
have got hold of the account of the trial 
of Lawrence, at some former time, and 
may be modeling himsel: upon his recol­ 
lection of it. 
It is probable that there is 
nothing more than a coincidence in this 
fancied resemblance, but even a coincidence 
in such a matter is sufficiently strange to 
be deserving of notice.

W ashington, November 
17th.—Y ester­ 
day, in Court, the prisoner made no demon­ 
stration except as he sometimes talked ex­ 
citedly with his counsel and brother. 
Some 
of these conversations, as they were over­ 
heard by those who sat near him, spoke even 
more powerfully of a disordered mind than 
some of his formal public saying3; but thesp, 
as well as those which were read, may have 
been 
intended 
for 
effect, inasmuch as 
Guiteau knew that those who sat across the 
table from him were members of the press, 
and the whispering might almost be deemed 
to have been intentionally loud enough for 
them to hear. 
H e said to-day, when criticis­ 
ing one of the talesmen, leaning over to hi3 
brother, and speaking in an excited tone, 
“ This is politics ; nothing but politics; and 
if it should be necessary, I am going to have 
every jurym an a Democrat. 
This is politics 
from top to bottom, and my friends have to 
see me through.” 
G uiteau left the Court-room, and while he 
was being taken to the van he had a better 
opportunity of observing the indignation of 
the populace than he ever before had. 
He 
wa3 hissed and jeered by the gathering of 
hundreds of people about the prison wagon. 
A fter leaving the Court-room he lost his 
bravado. 
W hen a man in the crowd shouted 
“ I wish I had a pistol to shoot the d—d 
scoundrel,” he cowed visibly behind the 
burly policeman who escorted him. 


INCREASED ATTENDANCE. 
W ashington, November 17th.—By 9:30 
this morniDg the Criminal Court-room was 
well-filled. 
There was a noticeable increase 
of ladies. 
Each day the proceedings appear 
to increase the public interest. 
The doors 
were thrown cpen a t 10 o’clock. 
This wns 
the signal for a general stampede for seats. 
Mrs. Scovilie entered the Court room a t 10 
o’clock, accompanied by her little daughter, 
abeut 5 years of age, 


THE “ OHIO ACCOMPLICE” STORY EXPLODED. 
A story is published in the morning papers 
purporting to give the details of the arrest of 
an accomplice of Guiteau at IiensingtoD, 
Ohio, yesterday, and stating that telegraphic 
correspondence had occurred on the subject 
between the authorities of th at place and Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Corkhill. 
The latter officer 
denies th at he has had any such correspond­ 
ence, and knows nothing of the story, and if 
lie did he should not feel at liberty to talk 
about it for publication. 
A fter Court opened counsel Scovilie arose 
to make a personal explanation, in which he 
said there has been no disagreement between 
himself and Robinson, as would appear from 
certain publications. Robinson would render 
him all the aid possible in the case, and they 
would work in harmony. 
. 


BUT THE PRISONER OBJECTS. 
A t this point Guiteau rose and objected to 
Robinson taking any part in his defense. H» 
said th at he would manage his own case, and 
would not trust Robinson with anything, as 
he had no brains. 
lie wished the Court to 
understand him on th u point, aud if coudbsI 
were forced upon him La would make a noise 
about it to the country. 
H e represented the 
Deity in this case, and he wished the Court 
to understand th at two or three blunderbuss 
lawyers would lose the case for him, and he 
did not propose to subm it to anything of the 
kind. 
The Court informed the prisoner if he did 
not remain quiet ho would be removed from 
the room. 
A fter a few minutes the prisoner 
burst out afresh, with thé remark th at there 
was not a word of truth in the Chicago dis­ 
patch published in the Post this morning. 
“ I t’s a lie,” he said, “ from beginning to 
end.” ( This is the dispatch, referred to above, 
regarding the arrest of a supposed accomplice 
of Guiteau.) For some time after this last 
remark the prisoner conversed in a very ex­ 
cited manner with his counsel and his brother 
at intervals, using his clenched fist upon the 
desk before him in an exceedingly demon­ 
strative manner. 
A t 10:30 A. M. Secretary Blaine, accom­ 
panied by Assistant Secretary 
of 
State 
W alker Blaine and Chief Cierk Brown, 
entered the Court-room and were ushered to 
seats immediately in the rear of the counsel 
for the Government, 


OPENING STATEMENT OI' THE PROSECUTION. 
A few minutes later, the following opening 
statem ent was made by U nited States Dri- 
strict A ttorney C orkhill: 
M ay it please 
the Court and the gentlemen of the jury, the 
prisoner at the bar stands before you charged 
with the m urder of Jam es A. Gaifield. 
U nder any circumstances, there is 8 grave 
and responsible obligation upon every mau 
called upon in the discharge of his duty under 
the law to render a decision upon which de­ 
pends the life of a fellow-creature. 
W hile it is true that the offense offered in. 
the present case is no greater in legal gravity 
and consequence to the prisoner than if by his 
act he had taken the life of the humblest and 
most obscure citizen of the Republic, still it 
is idle to overlook the fact of the eminent 
character whose life was taken, his high 
official position and the startling facts of the 
cam mistión of the 
crime. 
This rend.ra 
the cere one of universal and unparalleled 
importance. 


LINCOLN AND GARFIELD. 
I t is the second time in our history that 
the citizen chosen by the people of the U nited 
States to discharge the high and responsible 
duties of President has fallen a victim to the 
lawless assassin. 
B ut in the former case we 
were just emerging from theshadows of a long 
and bloody wor. The country had been rackeci 
by commotions, and stirred by civil fends 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. 
Nearly every household mourned the 
loss of relatives and friends slain on the 
hotly contested battle-fields of the Republic. 
I t (Lincoln’s death) 
was a danger that 
thoughtful men had anticipated. 
I t was a 
calamity th at patriots had feared, and when 
it came, with all the dread consequences, it 
was accepted as one of the results of the then 
disordered and discordant condition of public 
affairs. 
B ut now we had passed from the 
arena of war, the sword had been beaten into 
the plowshare, and the spear into the pruDinp- 
hook. 
The country was united, peace reigned 
at home and abroad ; there were no local dis­ 
sensions, no intense strife; seed time and 
harvest bad come and gone. 
The battle-fields were redeemed from the 
scourge and havoc of their bloody contests, 
and were blossoming with the fruits of peace­ 
ful labor. 


THE DREADFUL AND SUDDEN DEATH-BLOW. 
Suddenly the startling 
fact 
was pro­ 
claimed throughout the land and around the 
world th at the President of the United States 
had fallen a victim to the assassin’s bullet in 
the Capital of the ustión. 
M urder under all 
circumstances, and uoon all occasions, is 
shocking. 
Life, of which we know so little, 
and which we hold by to fragile a tenure, is 
dear tu us all, and when it is brought to a 
close, not in the usual order and course of 
nature, but prematurely by violence, no m at­ 
ter what may be the condition of the persoD, 
the human mind is appalled with terror. W h n 
a man holding a position of eminence aud 
power falls a causeless victim to the murder­ 
er’s stroke, we realize etiil more fully the 
awfnlneas of the deed which produced this 
result. 


THE PRISONER’S 
STUDIED INDIFFERENCE TO 
CORKHILI.'S WORDS. 
During the time occupied by the District 
Attorney in delivering his argument the 
prisoner assumed an air of indifference, and 
devoted himself to the morning papers. 1 
The argument was delivered by Corkhill in 
a very effective manner, tearg falling from 
the eyes of many in the audience, but the 
countenance of the prisoner remained un­ 
changed. 
Toward the close of the argument he laid 
his newspaper aside and leaned back in his 
chair, evidently endeavoring to conceal the 
emotion which he undoubtedly felt. 
He then drew a package of manuscript 
from bis pocket and commenced writing in a 
hurried and nervous manner. The prisoner 
constantly shook his head in approval or dis­ 
approval of the statement made in the argu-' 
ment of Corkhill. 
AGAIN REPROVED FOR TURBULENT CONDUCT. 
A t one time he interrupted the District 
Attorney, which action was called to the at­ 
tention of the Court by Judge Porter, of the 
counsel for the prosecution. 
Judge Cox an­ 
nounced that it was within the power of the 
Court to try the case in the absence of the 


prisonor, and if he persisted in his turbulent 
remarks he could cauee him to be removed. 
Guiteau, in response said : " I will not do it 
again, your Honor, bu t I have a very deep 
feeling in this case.” [Laughter.] 
Mrs. Scovilie, sister of the prisoner, cried 
bitterly during the delivery of the argument, 
and her ch ili could be seen appealing in an 
affectionate 
manner 
with, 
“ M amma 1 
Mamma 1 w hat is the m atter ?” 
A t the conclusion of Corkhill’s argument 
there wa3 a long and continued applause. 


THE SECRETARY’S STORY 
CF THE TRAGEDY. 
Secretary Blaine was then called to the 
stand by the counsel for the Government, 
and testified th at he had known Jagies A. 
Garfield frem 18G3 to the time of his death. 
On the night of Ju ly 1st I was engaged with 
the President until near midnight on public 
business. 
On parting, he suggested th at I 
had -better call aud see him in the morning 
before he left, because he thought there 
would be some m atters to which he wanted 
to call my attention. 
I went to the W hite 
House in the morning, reaching there at 9— 
not later than three minutes past. 
I was de­ 
tained some little time in conference with 
the President in the G a'inet room, and in 
the library a very few minutes. 
I then 
started 
w ith 
him 
for 
the depot, 
he 
riding in the carriage in 
which I went 
to the W hite House—the State D epirt- 
m ent carriage, ia daily use by myself— 
following out of the W hite House grounds 
his own carriage, in which his children were 
carried, under the conduct of Colonel Rock­ 
well. 
Arriving a t the depot on the Eighth- 
street side—ttm ladies’ entrance—we sat a 
moment finishing the subjeot on which we 
were then conversing, and the President 
turned round to say “ Good-by.” 
“ No,” 
saya I, “ I will escort you.” I thought it not 
proper th at the President should go entirely 
unattended, 
“ I will escort yon,” I said, and 
“ besides, I wish to see the gentlemen e£ the 
Cabinet who are goiug to leave with you.” 
W ith that he alighted. 
He had got in of 
course first at the W hite House, and that 
brought him 
on the side next to 
the 
pavement at the depot, and as the _ car­ 
riage 
was 
a 
small 
coupe, 
he 
got 
out first. 
A3 a m atter of couvenience he 
teok my arm as we ascended the steps, and 
turned on the left (he was on my left) to 
speak to some one—I think a police officer, 
the same officer who had told us we had ten 
or 
twelve minutes remaining. 
W hen he 
turned to speak to him our arms became 
disengaged, according to my impression, and 
as we walked through the ladies’ waiting- 
room we were not arm-in-arm, but side by 
side. 
H e had got two thirds across the 
room, when suddenly, w ithout any premo­ 
nition 
whatever, there was a very loud 
report of a pistol. The discharge was followed 
in a very brief interval by a second shot. 
A t 
the instant 1 first heard the report it seemed 
to me th at it was some trouble between per' 
sons to whom we were in no way related, or 
some such deed of violence, and I touched 
the President as though to hurry him on, as 
I thought there might he seme danger to his 
person cr my own. 
Jn st as I did th at the 
P resileat threw his hands up and said, “ M y 
God! what is this?” 
I t seems to have been 
almost between the shots th at he said this. 
Of course it was 


AN EXCITING AND HORRIBLE SCENE. 
I can only give my impression, not a 
minute 
statem ent. 
Then 
there 
rushed 
past 
a man. 
According to my recol­ 
lection he passed on m y right. 
I imme­ 
diately 
followed after the man instinct­ 
ively, and went I Buppose thence eight feet. 
I remember I stopped jnst outside the door 
which led from the ladies’ waiting-room to 
the main room. 
Then a shout came up, 
“ Wo have got him .” I found th at the Presi­ 
dent had quite sunk down. 
He was sinking 
as I left. 
When I got nearly back to him 
(I was the first or second person who got 
back to him) he 
was 
vomiting, and I 
think nt that moment was unconscious. 
Of 
course 
immediately 
a 
veiy 
large 
crowd 
surrounded 
him, 
nnd mattresses 
were brought, I think from a sleeping-car, 
and he was removed to an upper room in the 
depot. 
Medical aid was a t hand as soon as 
possible, aud an examination made. 
H e was 
returned to the W hite House, reaching there, 
I should ssy, in about fifty minutes, or pos­ 
sibly an hour. I know I returned to m y own 
room and wrote a dispatch to the public, es­ 
pecially the European public, directing it to 
M inister Lowell at London. In th at dispatch 
I said, “ A t this hour, 10:30 A. M .,” the Pres­ 
ident being shot about 9:20. 
T hat enabled 
me to identify the time at which the Presi­ 
dent got to the W hite House. 
He got there 
about the time I got to my house, possibly a 
little before. 


THAT MAN WA9 GUITEAU. 
These nrc, in brief, 
the circumstances 
connected with my observations when in the 
upper room of the depot. 
There was a gath­ 
ering around of Cabinet Ministers, who im­ 
mediately repaired 
there from the cars. 
There had yet been no report made of whom 
it was, but I gave the information th at the 
man I 6aw run, and whom I went after, and 
whom I saw fall into the hands of the police, 
was Guiteau. 
I recognized the nijn. 
I 
made that statem ent to the Cabinet, the at­ 
tending surgeons and General Sherman be­ 
fore the police had discovered the name. 
Of 
course, the shot being behind my back. I did 
not see him with a pistol in his hand. ilo did 
not, in running, have his pistol exposed. 
According to my recollection, Guiteau visited 
the State D epartm ent twenty or twenty-five 
times. 
I t might possibly be not over ten ; 
but eight or tan visits of that kind are apt to 
make the impression of tw enty or twenty- 
five. 
[Laughter.] 
He was a very persistent 
applicant for the Oocsul-GeneraDbipat Paris. 
I never gave him the slightest encourage­ 
ment that he would receive the appointment. I 
remember, after persistent and repeated visits, 
I told him th at there was, in m y'judgm ent, 
no prospect whatever of his receiving the ap­ 
pointment, and th at I did not want him to 
continue his visits. 
I wanted to bring them 
to an end, and I told him there was no pros­ 
pect of his receiving it. 
W itness here identified a number of letters 
from Guiteau taken from the tiles of the 
State Departm ent, and sa id : “ I observe 
that these letters contain the signatures that 
I made on them for identification, and this 
[indicating paper] is a speech inclosed in one 
of the letters, which he alleged to have made 
during the political campaign, and on which 
he based his claim for office. 
Here [indicat­ 
ing] is a letter that came from the W hite 
House, with the ordinary Executive Mansion 
blank. 
I t is a mere indorsement of * Gui­ 
teau, Charles, applicant for tho Austrian 
mission.’ T hat letter came from the W hite 
Ifonae in this envelope. 
I did not see the 
body of the President after his return here. 
I t was not a pleasant eight, and I did not go 
lo the rotun da of the Capitol to see it.” 


CROSS EXAMINATION. 
B lake, croas-examiued, testified as to the 
locality of the shootiDg, pointing out on a 
diagram of the Baltimore and Potomac depot 
the spot on which the shootiug occurred. 
He 
had received 
numerous 
letters from the 
prisoner persistently to bo assigned to speak 
in the Maine campaign. 
The letters were 
doubtless destroyed, with other campaign 
debris. 
Regarding G uiteau’s visit to the 
State Departm ent, tho Secretary said he was 
one of perhaps forty applicants on the days 
he came, and th at he suffered tho disappoint­ 
ment of the rest in endeavors to obtain ap­ 
pointments. 
He at no time noticed anything 
which would indicate aDy derangement of 
Guitean's mind. 
m 
Scovilie, in questioning Blaine, referred to 
the difficulty which arose in the Republican 
party in New York after the appointment of 
Collector Robertson, aud requested the Sec­ 
retary tojexplain the situation as it existed. 


THE NEW YORK CONTROVERSY. 
S icretirv Biaine answered that Senators 
OonkUng and P latt resigned because the 
President appointed Robertson. 
Considera­ 
ble feeling existed iu the Senate and in W ash­ 
ington over the disagreement. 
There was a 
struggle in the New York Legislature, 
Objection being made to Scovilie’a question, 
he eaid he wanted to show tiiat the quarrel in 
the party was outspoken ar.d persistent, and 
instead of being healed was growing wider, 
if possible, 
so th at even 
the death of 
the 
President 
did 
not 
interrupt 
the 
daily 
bickerings 
and strife th at existed 
in 
the 
Legislature 
at 
Albany, 
in 
which the leading men of the country 
were taking part with spirit, in order to show 
the relation of the influence that was brought 
to bear on the mind of the prisoner. 
Blaine—I can say to counsel that after the 
President wa3 shot, th at political canvass 
gave me as little concern, and elicited from 
me as little observation, as any individual in 
the country. 
I took no part whatever in the 
New Y ork contest. 
Guiteau, in his letters 
m entionirg himself as a stalw art, means to 
classify himself wilb the personal supporters 
of Grant. 
W itness said the stalw arts worked 
for Garfield very heartily and very cordially 
after the Chicago Convention. 
Blaine’s testimony was heard with great in­ 
terest, and evoked frequent applause and 
laughter, which discomfitted Scovilie a t times. 
Secretary Blaine, after further question­ 
ing, left the stand. 
A t 12:20 p. M. the Court to .k a recess for 
half an honr. 
The prisoner at one? began to expostulate 
with Scovilie. stating th at he desired him ¿o 
comply with his (Guiteau’e) wrih in the case, 
and if he did not do so there would be a big 
row. 
H e was removed by the bailiff with 
difficulty. 
He desired to continue the con­ 
versation, but Scovilie p a il no attention to 
his client. 


AFTERNOON SESSION— OTHER WITNESSES. 
Upon reassembling, the Resident M inister 
of Venezuela described the shooting at the 
depot. 
The prisoner impressed him as wear­ 
ing a look of fear. 
Scovilie asked him how Guiteau wore bis 
hat. 
* 
_ 
_ 
W itness said, “ On the side of hie bead.” 
Guiteau interrupted with “ That’s false. 
I wear my hat this way,” changing it from 


a jaunty style to perfectly ttiaight, and 
added, “ I wear it thb way, and don’t g o 
sneaking ar mnd.” 
Nothing further elicited. 
Mrs. Sarah B. White, matron of the Balti­ 
more and Potomac waiting-room, stated the 
circumstances of the assassination heretofore 
published. 
“ I recognize Guiteau as the per­ 
son who fired the sh ot; had 6een him walking 
about the gentlemen’s room before Garfield 
arrived ; didn’t see a pistol in the a3sassin’3 
hand ; when she went to the President’s as­ 
sistance, Guiteau was only about three feet 
back of the President; saw nothing remark­ 
able about him, except that he eyed the 
ladies’ room.” She said Guiteau were his hat 
straight. 
The prisoner bowed approval. 
Robert A. Parke, ticket agent of tho Balti­ 
more and Potomac, testified : 
Saw Guiteau 
the morning cf July 2d; saw the firing ; 
rushed from the office into the corridor and 
seized Guiteau as he fled, and held him till a 
policeman relieved him ; he did not see the 
first shot. 
H is testimony was unshaken by sharp 
questioning. 


NOTES FROM THE COURT-ROOM. 


C h ic a g o , November 17th.—A Washington 
special correspondent 
believes 
that 
the 
counsel for Guiteau will attempt to drag 
stalwart politics iuto tjie cross-examination. 
The arrangements for a fair trial and for 
keeping order are first class. 
One cannot with tho same confidence make 
the same prediction as to the fate of Guiteau 
while being conveyed between the Court­ 
house and the jail. 
The crowd each day which surrounds the 
prison van is larger, and expressions of in­ 
dignation and hatred toward the prisoner are 
extremely emphatic. 
The Court officers are beginning to have 
Honre apprehensions on this subject. 
It was 
thought to-day that additional precautions 
might become necessary. 
The trial will now proceed. 
The order of 
proof ou the part of the Government will 
be first, the shooting; second, the death; 
third, the motive. 


WEAKNESS OF THE DEFENSE. 
A striking illustration of the weakness of 
the defense in the technicalities of tire Court 
was shown when the Government had nsed 
its five challenges. 
Scovilie objected to the 
fifth challenge, saying : “ You have already 
had four, and this makes the fifth.” .Tud: e 
Cox interposed, saying : "The prosecution is 
entitled to five.” A t this Scovilie, whose 
skill ia conducting tho examination of wit- 
nessess as to their qualifications had excited 
the admiration of the local bar, was, of 
course, somewhat confused, and then Guiteau 
turned excitedly to his brother and said: 
“ Robinson did that. 
He said the Govern­ 
ment had oDly four challenges. 
He is no 
lawyer.” Then looking eagerly over to the 
reportéis’ benches, 
Guiteau exclaimed to 
them : “ Robinson is no lawyer. 
He said the 
Government had only four challenges. 
Put 
that dowD.” 
These were speeches of reasoning nnd petty 
malice which helped to convince many of the 
gentlemen who sat at the reporters’ table that 
Guiteau’s manners in Court are a part of a 
play, and that he is doing his best to aid his 
counsel in their plea of insanity.

LOCAL jNTELLiCENOE. 


M BS. HAMILTON’S CASE—SHE IS GRANTED 


A NEW TRIAL. 


The appeal in the case of Nancy Hamilton, 
convicted some months sinc3 of the murder 
of her husband, end sentenced to State 
Prison for ten years, was decided yesterday 
by the Supreme Court, upon the arguments 
and briefs submitted in August last. 
The 
judgment in the case was reversed upon two 
points. 
The first is stated in the decision sb follow s : 
“ In impaneling the jury, the defendant’s 
coumel elicited from three of the jurors that 
they had formed opinions as to the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant, and ho asked 
them, in effict, whether such opinions were 
favorable or otherwise to the defendant. 
The questions were objected to and the ob­ 
jections sustained. 
The defendant’s counsel 
claims that the Court erred in so ruling. * * 
W e cannot see upon what ground the ruliug 
of the Court below can be sustained. 
These 
persons had formed their opinions upon pub­ 
lic íumrror the statements of public journals, 
and were ther.fora not disqualified to sit a3 
jurors in the trial of the case. 
To enable the 
defendant to so decide intelligently whether 
she would peremptorily challenge them, it 
was necessary for her to ascertain whether 
the opinions formed by them were favorable 
or unfavorable to her.” 
_ The other ground for reversal was upon the 
instructions given by the Court below to the 
jury in these words : “ Where insanity is re­ 
lied upon 
as a defense, 
the burdf n of 
proof is ou the defendant, and that the proof 
must be in such an amount that the single 
issue of the sanity or insanity of the defend­ 
ant should be submitted to the jury in a civil 
case as they would find that sue was insane. 
That the insanity must be clearly estab­ 
lished by satisfactory proof.” 
Upon this 
point, after discussing previous dí cisiona, the 
Supreme Court says : 
“ The Code of Civil 
Procedure (Sec. 2061) provides ‘ that in civil 
cases tho affirmation of tho issue must be 
proved, and where the evidence is contra­ 
dictory, the decision must be made according 
to the preponderance of testimony.’ A mere 
preponderance cf 
testimony is ail that 
is required to provo the affirmative of an 
issue in any civil case, and if a Court should 
instruct a jury that the party having the 
affirmative of the issue in a civil case must 
clearly establish it by satisfactory proof, 
would not that be error ? Could a contro­ 
verted fact be clearly established by a mere 
preponderance of testimony ? As was said in 
the People vs. Werden: ‘A fact clearly es­ 
tablished by satisfactory proof is proven be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt; and insanity in this 
State need not be so proven in order to con­ 
stitute n defense in a criminal action.’ Judg­ 
ment and order denying the motion for a new 
trial reversed, and cause remanded for a new 
trial.” 
The decision was written by J ustioe ShRrp- 
Btein and concurred in by Jnstice Thornton. 
Chief Justice Morrison concurred as to re­ 
versal of judgment.

“ Movement Des Eaux Dans Les Reservoirs, 
A Alimentation Variable,” by Graeff, also 
another work by the same author upon the 
Bubject of straightening and correcting water 
courses; “ Motcirrs Hydrauliques, Appareiis 
a Elever L’Ean,” a compilation ; “ Irrigation 
et Assainissemant des Terrea,” three volumes 
of text and two of plates, by R. Pareto; 
“ Assainissement de la Seine, Epuration et 
Utilisation des Eaux IVEgont.” a public 
document issued by the French Government, 
in three volumes. 
In addition to these, three 
works in German have been placed upon the 
shelves. They are: “ Landes-Meliorationen,” 
by Wurffbain ; “ Der Wiesenbau,” by Dun- 
kelberg ; and “ Der Ilationelle Wiesenbau,” 
Vincent. 
These and other books ordered are 
by the most celebrated engineers in Europe, 
and w-.re obtained as being of value in con­ 
nection with subjects and interests which are 
leading in this State.

Third Day in the History of the Trial of 
the Sllckens Suit In ths 
Superior Court. 


The trial of the slickers case of The People 
vs. G old Kun Ditch and Mining Company 
was resum ed in the Superior Court yesterday 
at 9:30 a. 
Judge Temple presiding. 
Attorney-General H art aeked the Court to 
make an order directing the official reporter 
to write out the evidence each day in full. 
Counsel for defense objected and proposed 
that an arrangement be entered into, where­ 
by the entire proceeding might be written 
out and printed each day. After consider­ 
able argument pro and con, ths Court ordered 
the reporter to write out, each day, all the 
oral testimony. 
Cross-examination by Mr. Catlin of Cap­ 
tain W. Hodgdon—The vessel in which I 
came up the Sacramento river in the month 
of March, 1SÓ0, was much smaller than other 
vessels that came up in the month of 
July the same year. I have seen very large 
vessels moored in the American river, a quar­ 
ter of a mile above its month. Some of them 
v ere ocean verssls cf mere than 300 tons bur­ 
den. The American river at its mouth was 
visibly affected by the tide. I am 66 years 
ok age, and have lived in the town of Wash­ 
ington nearly all the time since I came to 
California. I mined at one time os Massa­ 
chusetts Bar, about ten miles above Folsom. 
I have never navigated the American river, 
except near its mouth. It has been twenty 
years since I mined or was in the locality of 
Massachusetts Bar. The road between here 
and Folsom ran along the banks of the Amer­ 
ican river most of the way. When I came 
up the river íd March, 1850,1 don’t remember 
of meeting any vessel goiog down 
I MOORED MT VESSEL 
On the east bank of the river. I sold the 
II Hodgdon” in 1852, I should think there 
were three hundred sail moored in the Sacra­ 
mento river at one time in 1850. There 
were many more vessels at Sacramento at 
that time than at San Francisco. There were 
about fifty lying at the mouth of the Ameri­ 
can river, and the remainder were moored 
between that point and a point opposite B 
street. The bark Annie Reynolds lay near 
the mouth of the American river. The 
Xegrange, Elizi Bolton and others that I 
have forgotten, were moored in front of the 
city. The “ Hodgdon” carried usually be­ 
tween 200 and 300 tons. Do not recollect 
he» registered tonnage. The average depth 
of the Sacramento river during the 
last 
ten years is six or seven feet; 
have seen steamer hau Is soundiug its depth 
between the bridgo and the K street landing 
with poles. I do not know the tonnage of 
the Modoc or Apache. The last time I went 
down the Sacramento river on a steamer was 
ten or twelve years ago. When I go to San 
Francisco nowadays I go by rail. When I 
first cam3 up the Sacramento river I passed 
through what is called Steamboat slough. 
The reason I came through that slough was in 
compliance with the direction of my pilot. 
I don’t know that the old river channel was 
not navigable, as I never tried to navigate it. 
I don’t know of any shoals in the river, hav­ 
ing never encountered any of them myself. 
I know of a bark that came up in July or 
August, 1850, that I should judge was of 
more than 300 tons bnrden, and drew fully 
fourteen feet of water. The water in front 
of the city at that time, clear across the river, 
was from 22 to 26 feet in depth. I never 
heard of but one shoal that gave any trouble 
to navigators in those days, and that was 
what was called the “ Hog’s back.” Many 
years afterwards, the Senator, Chrysopolis, 
and vessels of that size, had trouble coming 
up the river. Before the last rain you could, 
from the railroad bridge, distinguish the 
American river water from that of the Sacra­ 
mento proper. THE AMERICAN 
Is much muddier—carries a greater amount 
of slickens and sediment. I have owned 
part of my land for twenty-five years ; took 
up a portion of it a3 swamp land. I did not 
present a claim against the Levee Commis­ 
sioners for damage done me at the time my 
neighbors did. My damage at that timo was 
not enough to justify my presenting a claim. 
Some of my laud runs back from the river to 
tho tules, a distance of about one mile. The 
principal damage to my land by debris and 
sand was done last winter. The water last 
sea«on flowed through my orchard, but did 
not leave much of a deposit there. The 
Heed break, about opposite M street, 
and one opposite 11 street did me the most 
damage. There were two or three inches of 
slickens left in my orchard. There are twenty 
a res of my land that were covered 
last winter to the depth of two or three 
feet. This deposit in some places covered 
my fences and cams through the break above 
the bridge. This land was all good land, and 
was cultivated every year. I think that the 
highest land on the banks of the Sacramento 
was, originally, fifteen feet higher than the 
lowest land in the tules. During the last ten 
years steamers like the New World, Senator, 
and others of that size, could not come to ths 
K-street wharf. Small boats and flat-bottom 
bonis can come up without trouble. The 
steamers in use now draw only from twelve 
to eighteen inches. Light-draft boats run up 
the Sacramento river now. The steamers 
that formerly ran up the river above Sacra­ 
mento were four times as large as those run­ 
ning now. The Governor Dana was a small 
boat, and of very light draft. In 1850 schoon­ 
ers cf large sizs ran to Marysville. 
REDIRECT EXAMINATION. 
(By Mr. Hart)—The Queen City w.-s a 
largo beat, that carried three or four hundred 
tons. She was a side-wheeler, and larger 
than anything now on tho river. I don’t 
think she could navigate the river at all in 
the channel’s present condition. Ths deposit 
on my land last winter was coarse, gray sand 
and slickens. Mr. Hoagland’s levee was 
composed of back surface soil. The levee in 
front of the town of Washington was cnm- 
Ítosed mostly of sand and sediment, taken 
rom the river. Last winter the banks were 
washed but little ; they do not contain any 
sand, and the deposit on my place is all such 
as came down the river with the floods. It 
is a course, gray sand, that cannot be culti­ 
vated at all. Steamboat slough is a much 
shorter route than the old river channel. 
[Mr. Hodgdcn was ahownby Mr. Hart a map, 
and a- ked to show Steamboat slough. This 
map, one made by Engineer Jim C. Pier­ 
son, was then presented to the Court, to he 
used as a diagram. Mr. Catlin asked that it 
be introduced as evidence. Mr. Hart ob­ 
jected, and the same was received by the 
Court as a Court diagram, and not consid­ 
ered as offered in evidence.] 
ltecross-examination (by Mr. Catlin)—The 
amount of earth that was washed out of the 
levee was so small, that if it all had lodged 
on my land it would not have covered it an 
inch deep, and would have done no damage. 
There was some of the levee at one break 
that was composed of fine sand, but the de­ 
posit on my land is not of that character; it 
is coarse gray sand. 
Mr. Cadwalauer requested Mr. Hodgdon to 
bring in from bis place a specimen of this 
gray sandy deposit. 
Mr. Catlin here requested counsel for the 
people to have Mr. Hoag bring into Court a 
specimen of slickens. 
Mr. Cadwalader—Very well. 
I. N. BABCOCK 
Was next sworn. (To Mr. Cadwalader.) 
Came to California in 1S49, and settled on the 
north back of the American river one Span­ 
ish league from the old month, near what is 
now called the Norris ranch. The first bridge 
over the American was on the line of Six­ 
teenth street; now it is on the line of Seven­ 
teenth. I lived but eight or ten rods from 
the bank of the river. I have been farming, 
teaming and ferrying, and the American 
river has been under my eye almost con­ 
stantly since 1S-I9. I saw the vessels iu Sac­ 
ramento harbor in .’49 and '50; they were sea­ 
going vessels; they came around the “ Horn.” 
Generally, then, the river banks were bluff. 
The timber at the junction of the American 
and Sacramento rivers was large ; sycamore 
trees grew on the banks farther up; the trees 
were more oaks and willows. I first camped 
here under a large oak. Have traveled on 
the Sacramento on the New World, Senator, 
etc.; used to go up and down on ’em, and 
traveled on the ChryEopolis, too ; she was a 
very large steamer. I never heard of any 
trouble iu navigating the Sacramento river in 
the early day, but did hear of the “ Hog’s 
Back.” At low water we could ford the 
American at Lisle’s bridge, but at the mnuth 
of the Ameri'-an the water was very 
deep. I hauled freight from there to Hang- 
town, and used to see the water there ire- 
qu-ntiy.' At the bridge-crossing the bottom 
of the Ameiicm was of clear, wLile eand, 
but three mi ss up the bed was in bowlders 
and rocks. The backs were so bigb on the 


American in ’49, that we had to dig them 
down to get a ferry landing. The water in 
’49 was 
CLEAR AS SPRING WATER. 
I think the American river is filled np 
fifteen or sixteen feet now, for five miles of 
distance. The fill was more perceptible in 
’61 and ’62, in the flood of that year. It has 
tilled steadily—ouch—since. Not much fill 
occurred before. Seven-eights of the fill has 
been since ’61. 
The material of the fill 
is gray and white sand—mostly sand. 
I know the surface of the ground inside the 
levees of the city of Sacramento. I don’t 
think the bed of the American river ia more 
than three or four feet difference from it. 
The American is northeast from the city. 
The streets run north and south and east and 
west. I don’t think the natural ground is 
now to exceed over four feet above the pres­ 
ent bed of the American river. We used to 
have regular tides in the American in 1849, 
1850 and 1851. After the bridge w*s built 
I didn’t have my attention so much called to 
it, a3 we didn’t nse the ford so much. In 
low tide we could ferd easily—in high tide it 
was difficult. That was in 1850 and 1851. 
There is no tide there now ; haven’t seen any 
for years. I own the place now I first settled 
on in 1849; it is a part of the old Norris 
giant. I have thirty-five acres, and it lies 
nearly square on the river. Water was on it 
in 1853, but it went off easily. 1 had no diffi­ 
culty in cultivating it because of tbe water 
then ; have raised fifty bushels of wheat to 
the acre on that land. I had frnit trees then, 
but of late years the sediment came in on me, 
and the tree3 died. I’ve raised nothing for 
some years, because the waters bring on sand 
and stuff, and 
NOTHING WILL GROW ON IT 
Till it rota, and is turned in, but as it comes 
in every year, I quit. It is a gray sand. 
I’ve cultivated none now for four years. The 
sand is nearly like the white Band I saw in 
the bed of the American in 1849. The soil 
on the land each side of the American river 
was a black rich soil. The sand on my place 
is, in places, three feet deep. Nearly one- 
half of my place is covered. An old swamp 
levee there keeps it off of part of my place. 
Where the levee is broken it comes in. I no­ 
ticed the first sand deposit on my place about 
four years ago. I had no sand there before. 
On this aide of the A merican the deposits are 
much wor«9 than on my place. There were 
farms on both sides of the river from early 
times. On this side they were used mostly 
for fruit after you get up two miles—below 
that, mostly for gardens. On the other side 
there were fruit and grain farms, nnd gome 
gardens. These settlements were made in 
1850-1-2. Those lands cow are, in most part, 
ruined by debris and sediment. The sand 
has been worse tho past thre9 or four years. 
Before that a finer stuff came, but the sand 
utterly destroys the soil. Prior to that the 
lands were of the first class. We could raise 
grain, vegetables and hops, and the coil was 
of the richest; it would rana anything. I 
knew Mr. Larue’s place. It was on the 
nortli side, two miles above me. He culti­ 
vated it. IT WAS SPLENDID LAND. 
It is not so good now. He had it under a 
high state of cultivation. He had over 100 
acres in peaches. That land has been over­ 
flowed so much that alkali has risen in the 
soil, and the lacd is not so good—not so pro­ 
ductive. I can’t say if any of the laud is 
covered by sand. His orchard has been 
killed by the fl soda of the American river. 
No orchard is there now. Larue, in 1862-3, 
sold S10.C00 worth of poaches from the 
orchard, as I have heard. [Objected to ] The 
orchard has been destroyed Bince 1863. At 
that date it was all right. Brushy lake is be­ 
tween part of the Larue place and the river. 
Part of the placo runs down to the river. I 
know Smith’s gardens. From their upper 
end to the mouth of the river the land on 
that side is much injured by sand and debris, 
which are two to four feet deep on it. Tho 
coarse sand stops nearest the river ; the fine, 
or Fed’mcn’, floats farther back. The coarse 
sand, on the line indicated, extends back 
forty or fifty yards. Going toward the Sac­ 
ramento river, on tbe north of the American, 
the land is more or less covered with debris. 
In some places, last winter, from four to six 
feet deposited. I know Holland’s place at 
this end of Lisle’s bridge. It has filled there 
lately from two to fi ve feet. I can’t say if 
it was last winter’s fill. I know the public 
roads from Sacramento to Marysville and 
Nevada. They begin by going out Twelfth 
street, and cross the bridge on a line with 
Sixteenth street. Then you go to the left for 
the Marysville, and to the right for the Au­ 
burn and Nevada road. At times in recent 
years these roads are impassable—nearly 
every winter. The cause is high water. 
I don’t remember of their being cut 
away, 
but they 
do cut some. 
No 
depoaits are on them to injure them now. 
There is a cut on the ros J near Holland’s, 
made last winter by the floods. The school- 
house lot, which bad been filled in last, year, 
was nearly oiie-half washed away. The road 
near Holland’s was io part cut away. It was 
impassable last year for over a month. This 
filling up aud obstruction of roads by water 
has been more troublesome for tbe last ten or 
fifteen year?. It grows worse all the time. 
In the winter season at high water wa travel 
in boat3 over there. 
IT 15 ROUGH 
On those with stock. I lest stock last win­ 
ter. These things I have spoken of have had 
the effect of decreasing the capacity of the 
river, as its bed is filled up so that the water 
has to come over the banks aud fl >od tho 
lands, etc. I remember when a bend in the 
American river was cut off. That cut-off or 
canal runs right through my place. I first 
noticed the American river bringiug down 
any considerable matter in the flood of ’61-2. 
More came that year than iu all the years be­ 
fore. Since then it comes faster and more of 
it. The American river rites quickly. The 
rain of the diy brings high water that night. 
At high water the river runs very fast and is 
pretty thick. It is very muddy. 1 should 
s.y one-fifth of it is mud. After a storm it 
has a very strong current and great velocity, 
say fifteen or twenty miies an hour. The 
American I have seen rise twelve feet in 
twelve honró, or a foot an hour. That was at 
the new mouth I saw it rise so one year. I 
had a pontoon bridge there, afid I tied a boat 
there to a tree, and next day went there acd 
found the land covered, and had to untie the 
boat or it would have gone under. The 
American will rise and shoot across the Sac­ 
ramento river, as the former rises quicker. 
Ooe month ago I saw a sand bsr at 
the mouth of the American which extends 
half across the Sacramento. The bottom of 
the American is the highest. At the mouth 
there is six or eight feet difference. I could 
tell.it exactly if I knew the depth of the Sac­ 
ramento river, for the American there is but 
a foot or a foot acd a balf deep. At the 
month of the American the bottom of the 
river is nearly on a line with the water in the 
Sacramento. There is a till in the month of 
the American river. It is, I should say, ten 
feet deep. The channel is small now. Ten 
feet <jf sand is piled up now in ridges along 
in the winter channel. The winter water of* 
the American river would make at least fifty 
summer Americans. In summer the current 
is not very swift, perhaps three or four miles 
an hour. There is a bar in the Sacramento 
river below the mouth of the American. It 
extends half across the Sacramento, and ex­ 
tends down to the old gas works. It is com­ 
posed of sand. They call it gray sand ; it is 
really between a gray and a white. It gets 
coarser every year. The first bridge on the 
American river had 
A DRAW 
In it. I used to see steamboats going np and 
down the river. The old channel began to 
fill up as soon as the canal was cut aud 
began to widen. Tift water in the Americau 
is getting worse each year. It is now not fit 
for domestic purposes, and has not been for 
ten years. We used it for drinking up to 
sixteen years ago. It was then very fair. 
Stock still drink it. The filling of the river 
makes the overflows more serious. It kills 
the trees; it renders cultivation more diffi­ 
cult ; the raising of the water level has the 
effect to destroy trees. I know the Ameri­ 
can river up as far as Brighton, on both sides. 
The damage ha3 been more severe on this 
side tban on the other. On the north side of 
the American, for fonr miles above the month, 
the land has suffered more than in the next 
four miles, as intermediate lakes and 
some sloughs between the river and 
the lands have keot tbe sand off. 
Slickens came on the ¡and some eight years 
ago, but later it has been covered with coarse 
sand, coarser sand. There is slickens on all 
lands on the river. These deposits are no­ 
ticeable clear up to Hoptown, opposite 
Brighton. Some of the land at Hoptown is 
still productive. They raise hops there now. 
Tho land there is not so much damaged, but 
it is fi I;d next to the river, end willows and 
cottonwoods have grown np and afford pro­ 
tection to the lands beyond. On the south 
side of ths river the lands have suffered very 
mnch more. The river makes a turn, and 
the sand seems to go more on the outer edge 
of the turn than on the inside. All outeide 
of the levepe on the south side of the Ameri­ 
can is badly injured, and for the whole five 
miles ell the land has been nearly destroyed. 
On the other side (the north), for the first 
four miles from ths month, the land i* badly 
damaged. Ths next four miles it is less so. 
All these lands have been under cultivation, 
for fartm, gardens and orchards. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
(To Mr. Catlin)—The cut-off canal that 
runs through my place is a little over a mile 
long. The water goes through it at high 
water very fast. Bat bars form there. At 
high water ail is swept out clear. We see 
the bars when the water goes down. *At low 
water the Sacramento is much larger than the 
American river. 
Where we forded the 
American at an early day the bottom was of 
white sand ; teams used to get stalled in it. 
The liver was never navigable at low water 
to my knowledge, except in the mouth of 


the river. 
I saw vessels lying there in 1819. 
1 don’t know if hop3 are raised at Hoptown 
on land that had deposits on it. Some of that 
kind of land on the Marysville road is culti­ 
vated to potatoes ; that is below my place. 
The land is very level for hundreds of acres 
there, and you have to go down a foot and a 
half, generally, to get to the old soil of 1849. 
On this new soil they now raise potatoes. 
The bottom land at the Larue place shows 
epots where some of the old soil is still to be 
seen ; there is not much deposit on his place, 
as Brushy lake protects it. The alkali on the 
Larue place was there to some extent before 
deposits c.'me. There is more alkali there 
now, than there was in I860. 
At 12:32 r. m. the Court took a recess to 
2 P. M. 
_______ 
A fternoon Session. 
I. N. Babcock resumed the witness stand. 
(To Mr. Catlin)—I first began to notice 
the change of color in the American 
river in 1853. It kept getting more 
riley or muddier each succeeding year. 
It was quite muddy in the floods of 1862. 
We used it for drinking purposes prior to that 
time. The city of Sacramento was flooded in 
March, 1850. The roads leading to Marys­ 
ville were several times flooded prior to 1862 ; 
I mean that portion of the roads beyond the 
bridge, which is quite low, and about a 
quarter of a mile wide. The land at Hop­ 
town was flooded ia I860, and had a large 
deposit left of sediment at that time. Don't 
know of much being deposited there since. 
Tho tide formerly effected the river at my 
place from twelve to eighteen inches. I 
have not noticed tbe tide particularly since 
1S52. I did not have to go into the water 
much after that date, consequently had no 
occasim to notice them. The tides were not 
perceptibly affected prior to 1855. After the 
bridge was built I did not pay much atten­ 
tion to the river. I bought my place in 1863 
of J . B. Haggin, a part of the Kancho Del 
Paso. I bought it for agricultural purposes. 
There had been no debris nor slickens de­ 
posits on the land at the time I made the 
purchase. Tho overflows did not carry detri­ 
tus. The first deposit of debris on my place 
waB made in 1868. During high water the 
Sacramento river backs the water up in the 
American. The American generally rises 
twenty-four hours before the Sacramento, 
and rushes down with great velocity. When 
the Sacramento rises, it checks the velocity 
of the current of the American. I am well 
acquainted with all the land as far as 
Brighton. The canal I was speaking of this 
morning was the one above the American 
river bridge. That canal does not empty into 
the Sacramento river ; it only cuts off a bend 
in the American. It is filled completely 
with sand at present. At low water the sur­ 
face of the two rivers at their confluence is 
about the same. The depth of tho American 
at that point is three or four feet. Mr. Hugh 
Larue had about 100 acre3 of peach trees in 
1862. I know of quite a number of persons 
who lost heavily by 
LOSING THEIR ORCHARDS. 
Larue’s orchard was set out in 1858 or 1859. 
It was after the flood in 1862 that he sold 
such large quantities of peaches in San Fran­ 
cisco. I do not know the exact time that 
Mr. Larue quit the fruit business, but think 
it was about 1870. I don’t know bis reasons 
for leaving the business. Larne bought his 
land from the Norris grant, and sold it back 
to the gTant owners when he left Sacramento 
and moved to Yolo. His trees were nearly 
all dead when be left. I think peach trees 
eight years of age are in their prime. The 
river has a velocity of fifteen miles ; I judge 
of its velocity from tbe timber and other ma­ 
terial I see going down with the current. 
The muddy water that 
STOOD IN MT HOUSE 
During a flood left a deposit of sediment from 
two to four inches in depth. There was no 
cut rent through the building; the deposit 
was simply settlings from the water. The 
floods of 1862 and 1863 carried down a great 
deal of material, but the lodgments of debris 
were confined mostly to the channel. Smith’s 
gardens are about a quarter of a mile east of 
Thirty-first street. They were one time 
within the levee, but the last levee built does 
not inclose them. The present levee extends 
to Brighton. The last time I wa3 at Smith’s 
gardens, two years ago, the river was not 
within a quarter of a mile of the levee. The 
levee on the north side of the city runs out, I 
think, on A street to Twentieth Btreet. Tnis 
levee ia 300 or 400 yards from the old river 
bed.Redirect (by Sir. Cadwalader)—The over­ 
flows prior to 1862 were comparatively harm­ 
less to those since that date. The roads on 
bath sides of the bridge have been raised six 
feet and more. The overflows prior to 1800 
did not interfere with the travel ct those 
roads but little, and since then the roads have 
been raised, and during floods are impassable. 
A potato field of 200 acres on Arcade and 
Dry creeks was covered with debris in 1808. 
The sediment deposited there at that time 
was from two to four feet deep. It came 
principally from the American river, some 
from Arcade creek, and some from Dry 
creek. 
Re-cross-examination (by Mr. Catlin)—I 
don’t think Arcade creek carries any d9brú— 
Dry creek does, however. The time my 
house was flooded that I spoke of was in 1868. 
I built a mound afterward six feet high, and 
put my house on that, since which time I 
have been above water. 
A. 8. GREENLAW 
\Va3 the next witness sworn for plaintiff. 
( To Mr. Hart)—I live on the American river 
about one niile north of Sacramento. I came 
’o California iu 1855. I first went to the 
mines, but returned to Sacramento in 1856. 
I have known the American river from its 
mouth five or six miles since the fall of 1856. 
It flowed at that time through well-defined 
banks. It was 400 feet wide, or wider, at 
the month. It had abrupt banks at low- 
water 20 feet high. There were settlements 
on the banka. On the north bank there were 
several groves of oak trees. On Milgate’s 
and Bannon’s places there were beautiful 
groves. The grove at Miigate’s was often the 
scene of picnics. On the south side for three- 
quarters of a mile was a ilongh coming from 
the American river aud emptying back again 
into the same, making an island. This island 
was covered with a growth of cottonwood. 
Large trees of oak, some of them containing 
several cords of wood, and also sycamore 
trees, fringed its banks. There was a lake 
near the mouth of the river where the rail­ 
road shoos now stand. There was also 
another lake extending from Sixth street 
to Mr. Kider’a. 
The river was some­ 
what muddy in 1856. When the water 
receded 
it 
left 
a 
muddy, 
yellow­ 
ish sediment. The land on this sid- 
of the river was very rich alluvial soil, easy 
to cultivate, and produced enormous crops 
1 never saw better land than that south cf 
the American from its mouth two and a half 
miles np the river. The sloughs were culti­ 
vated curing the summer, and raised im­ 
mense vegetable crops for the Sacramento 
market. The old Sacramento levee was, 
previous to this time, broken about Sixth 
street by the encroachment of the Sacramento 
iiver. The levee from Sixth street fbllowed 
the bank north of the city until it iutersected 
Twenty-fourth street. The general bight of 
that levee was about two feet, and just wido 
enough to drive a wagon upon. The land on 
the north side along the river was very much 
of the same character as that south of the 
river, and was more heavily timbered. The 
banks at that time were sufficiently high to 
carry the ordinary winter high waters. Be­ 
tween the city of Sacramento and the Ameri­ 
can river were about twenty small farms con­ 
taining from ton to twenty acres each. 
They raised immense crops of fruits and 
vegetables of all kinds until recently. 
The land on the opposite side was similarly 
settled and cultivated. Mauldin, Babcock, 
Milgate and others had tine, valuable, and 
well cultivated and improved farms. The 
current during high water was very strong, 
and confined in those times within the banks. 
Since 1860 I have resided continuously on my 
place. I have noticed the continual filling in 
and abrasion of the banks since that time. 
Had not noticed any of those occurrences 
prior to 1862. The extent of the filling up in 
1862 was considerable. The channel was par­ 
tially filled in, and bars appeared the follow­ 
ing summer when the water receded. I 
noticed in 1867 and 1868 the high water in 
the American brought down immense quan­ 
tities of sand, filling the channel that year 
several feet, and since then there has been a 
continual filling up of the river channel. The 
hanks formerly were about twenty feet high. 
The river has filled up since then 
SIXTEEN FEET ABOVE 
Low-water mark. I have noticed this each 
year. Some years it was not perceptible, 
and other years, and particularly the last 
four years, there hag been a steady filling up 
of the channel. Last year the filÜDg was 
fully four feet, if not more. The Band-bars 
have a bight almost equal to the banks. The 
sand-bars opposite my place extend from the 
bank at least 300 feet. Another one near is 
nearly but not quite so wide. This sand 
comes from the mountains. There is no soil 
in Sacramento county, or in the agricultural 
districts, that contains this character of sand. 
This slickens is a kind of white substance, 
like clay; it is sticky when w et; when dry it 
curls up like a board. Another kind, of a 
darker color, cracks when it dries. In former 
years the slickens was of _ a different charac­ 
ter, and more of an alluvial nature. It did 
not seem to injure the land, but after 1807 
the sand and debris disappointed us. We 
have tried to cultivate it, without success. 
Every year since our land is rendered more 
worthier on account of those deposits. 
THE OVERFLOWS 
For the last four years have to badiy poisoned 
tbe Boil that we cannot realize even our seed 
for our labor. At Mr. Bancon’s old place 
the trees still stand. The oth# day in riding 


through those groves I saw debris matter 
lodged in the trees at a hight of ten feet. 
Since 1870 there has been but one year that 
the river has staid inside o f its banks. When 
the American river rises, it comes down like 
a torrent, and carries on its surface trees and 
other debris. The land is rendered valueless 
by this covering of debris. My house is built 
six feet above the original surface, and last 
winter it came within eighteen inches of my 
floor. The deposits on these lands that I 
have been describing is four or five feet deep. 
The country north of the river is nearly 
ruined. Very few people live there at pres­ 
ent, where it_ formerly was thickly settled. 
A great quantity of this sand is carried into 
the Sacramento river. I know this to be 
true from the fact of the bar formed just be­ 
low the mouth of the American. I aúo have 
seen this sand and slickens moving along in the 
current of the river. The Sacramento river 
has filled np considerably, and large bars have 
been formed in its channel. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
(To Mr. Catlin)—A^ to that sloping land 
on the American river, from tbe west line of 
iny land it was 70 rods back to the lake. Two 
levees were north of Sacramento when I came 
here, in ’56. That on the American river ap­ 
proached the bank at Sixth street, then fol­ 
lowed the slough northeast to Ninth street, 
then along a slough parallel with the river. 
Between that slough and the bank of the 
river there was 400 acres of good land. Out­ 
side of the old levee were still other lands, 
the English, the McCoy, tho Johnson and 
other ranches. McCoy’s was on the bottom 
between Tenth and Sixteenth streets ex­ 
tended, and tbe American on the north, and 
between the old levee acd the river. It was 
more subject to overflow than others, 
but it was cultivated and yielded good 
crops. A t my house the levee was less than 
two feet high; at the sloughs it was about 
four feet, and these were along the bank. In 
the highest places the levee was four feet 
high; that was in depressions. Nowhere 
was it eight feet high. The lands covered 
that I refer to are north of the city, and be­ 
tween it and the American river. Formerly 
the city extended out there, but changes 
were made. The old levee ran about Sixth 
and north B streets, I think. There these 
outside streets were then unopened. [Wit­ 
ness illustrated on a map, but did not recog­ 
nize it as a map of Sacramento city r.s ho 
knew it.] The island I spoke of was south 
of the river. It was in part cleared up and 
cultivated, and in part grown over thickly 
with willows and cottonwood. Land that 
grows willow and cottonwood—at least that 
land—produced finely. Cottonwood and wil­ 
low were the general growth along the rivers. 
On higher lands there was oak. The sand— 
the debris I mean, if I said sand before— 
came from the mountains; and now I say 
that the sand came from the mountains, be­ 
cause it was accompanied with a clay that we 
find only in the mountains and mines. The 
sand might come, in part, from the alluvial 
bottoms of the American river ten miles from 
here. Some may have come from Mississippi 
Bar, and some from lands ten to twenty 
miies above here, but as to the last, not much 
of it. Some of the soil washed by the flood 
of 1S61-2 might be in the river, but that soil 
is not of sand. If 300 aerea of Bandy loam 
was then washed into the river ten miles 
above here, no doubt it would make a show­ 
ing here. I saw that 
CLAT IN THE MOUNTAINS. 
I was in the mines eighteen months, in El 
Dorado and Placer, in the the section of Iowa 
Hill and Yankee Jims. In my section there is 
not much of the white clay, but more of the 
dark kind. I suppose that “ slickens ” means 
this poisonous substance that comes from the 
mines. I will bring some of the clay and the 
slickens to Court on Friday. I call it poison­ 
ous substance. I never analyzed it. I know 
it by its effect—that if it comes on the soil it 
kills vegetation ; vegetation won’t grow on it. 
Even if plowed into the soil, to a great ex­ 
tent, it Bpoils the soil. I produced paying 
crops till four yeaig ago; I mean those that 
pay more than expenses. Saw the white 
clay in my place, first, about four years ago. 
Larne’s place has debris on it to an extent. 
Have been there only occasionally of late. 
I knew it when be cultivated it. Chinamen 
tried to cultivate it, and gave it up. Most of 
the land up there that was cultivated has 
been abandoned. On the north bank of the 
American river there is no land culti­ 
vated from the railroad bridge to Lisle’s 
bridge to amount to anything. Above 
that, there is a long stretch of land. 
I 
was up there this past summer 
and saw but little cultivation there. I saw a 
patch of vegetables here and there. Hops 
are extensively grown about four miles above 
there. Tbe willows are utilized for hop- 
poles a great deal. Probably 80,000 hop- 
poles were cut up there this laBt year. That 
land is covered with debris that came on 
there since 1862, since 1868. The flood of 
1862 brought but little on those lands. The 
hop land is cultivated now, and has been for 
many years. The American river carries, 
or has the capacity of carryiug, at low water 
now as much as always, but at high water, 
by reason of it being filled up, its carrying 
capacity is greatly reduced. I b.iw on Ban­ 
non’s land the float ol floods as high up iu 
trees a3 where I was, when I drove along. 
The sand appears to be composed of granite 
and quartz—it has that appearance. I never 
m de any analysis of it. 
MORE ABOUT THE RIVER. 
Redirect (to Mr.. Hart)—The hop lands aro 
two miles above the lands concerning which 
you examined me. The American river run3 
through a country at the hop lands where 
rolling hills begin. I know, in flct, that the 
country gradually raises as you go up the 
American river. 
The hop lands are about 
four miles above Lisle’s bridge. Some of the 
hop ranches are near the river, some not. As 
you go up river the water falls off of the land 
much quicker than down at my place. Those 
hop lands show no coaree sands ; they are of 
fine alluvial soil. The levee of 1856 that I 
described is now covered up. T te levee now 
proteo! ing the city on the north ia about ten 
feet high, I guess. Last winter the water, 
I should judge, came within two and one- 
half feet of tho top of the levee. In 1S6S 
the water came to the top of the levee at 
Brighton. It has been raised since then. 
RUDOLrH WITTENRKOCK 
Was next pworn for plaintiff. (To Mr. Cad- 
walader)—I live at Sacramonto ; havo been 
in California since 1S53. I now farra on the 
American river, and have done so for about 
fourteen years. I raise hops four or five miles 
above Lisle’s bridge, on the El Paso ranch.I 
crossed the Americau river in 1S»3 frequently, 
with a team, from tho north side, in coming 
to town from a camp called “ Teamsters’ 
Home.” The river then was clear ; I could 
see the bottom cf it from the wagon as I 
crossed. The banks were timbered. The 
ford was where Lisle’s bridge is now. I saw 
tho river in 1855 ; I lived over there then. I 
settled on Dry creek, north of the river, and 
lived there seventeen years. Ran the hop 
ranch aud lived on Dry creek at tho same 
time. Dry creek is some four or five miles 
from the hop ranch, which is on the river bank. 
I started the hop ranch in 1867. I noticed 
bars forming in the American river in 1S63 9 
That was in front of my house. The cur­ 
rent of the river has changed and washed 
away forty rods of my place. I know of hop 
ranches being washed out and abandoned. 
That was within the last three or four years. 
One of them is, in part, worked yet by Chi­ 
nese. Rand mostly occupie3 the place of tho 
75 or 80 acres washed n w a y , the biggest por­ 
tion being now sand-bars. Nothing will 
grow in that sand. It blows about with the 
wind like a sea of dust. The bar formed op­ 
posite my place is over 100 acres in extent 
now, and from there down to the railroad 
trestle-work there are several such bars. I 
first saw the American river in 1853. Since 
then the river has filled, I Bhould think, as 
! mnch as ten feet, with what looks like sand. 
ONE OF THE BIG BARS— 
The one above the railroad trestle—is within 
two or three feet as high as the bank of the 
river. It has formed there in the last four or 
five years. Most of the land on the north 
side of the American river is now fit for 
scarcely anything.- When I first saw it it 
would raise c irn and pumpkins. Land that 
will raise corn is considered the best kind of 
land—that it will raise anything. These bot­ 
tom lands were cultivated when I first knew 
them. Now there is but little cultivated, 
and there grow now millions of black bnshes, 
besides brush, and there is sand, etc. When 
I first saw that land it was in a condition 
that would now be worth 8100 or §150 per 
acre. It is largely grown now with thickets 
of willow and cottonwood. Cottonwood, wil­ 
low and brush cover nearly all the area near 
Lisle’s bridge. From the railroad bridge to 
the old Norris ranch, along the river, is all 
washed out and grown up with willows and 
brush, and is entirely worthless. Above the 
railroad bridge to the hop ranch, along the 
river, is this same character of worthless land, 
grown with thickets. The water is muddier 
now than in former years. It is not fit 
for drinking. It is heavily laden with sand. 
The river covers to the bluffs during the 
high water six and eight feet deep. There are 
strong currents oyer this district. The river 
changes its direction and banks considerably. 
It is forty rods nearer .my hop ranch now 
than formerly. The roads to my ranch iu 
the winter time are impassable during high 
water. When I first went on my place I 
found no trouble from these causes. It is 
only within the past few years that the water 
*and debris have bothered us. The river op­ 
posite m i place, from bank to bank, is a miie 
wide. Have traveled over the Lisle bridge 
road many times. There is a road from 
Lisle’s bridge to Bannon’s place. The river 
ha3 washed cut these roads, deposits large 
quantities of sand and sediment and stands 
sometimes fir two months at a time, 
CROSS EXAMINATION. 
(By Mr. Catiin)—Think this road was cov­ 
ered by water in 1853, but do not know. It 
ovexflowa frequently now. It don’t require 


but very little ; the melting of the snow will 
back the water upon us. I do not own this 
land, but pay §20 per acre rental. There 
were cut 60,000 hop poles this year. They 
are worth five cents apiece. 
_ 
Mr. H art objected, and said hop-poles 
were irrelevant to the case. 
Mr. Catlin said he proposed to show that 
these lands were more valuable for raising 
hop-poles than for any other purpose. _ 
Mr. H art—We object to your turning our 
orchards into hop-poles. 
. 
Witness continued: Bars form in the 
channel, and get larger every year. My 
brother, Mr. Neal and myself are cultivating 
hops there. Back of this low land is a bluff 
of about eight or ten feet, which briDgs 
us to the red lands. 
There is about 
2,000 acres of bottom land on the 
Norris grant. 
At least 500 or 600 
acres are destroyed by debri*. I don’t include 
my land in this estimate, but expect to be 
cleaned cut next year ; it is a sure thing ; de­ 
struction seems inevitable. I rent this land 
from one yeaf to another. I have it rented 
now, and if it washes away I am out and in­ 
jured. I take chances. If the water don’t 
wash me out, I expect to do well next year. 
I sometimes ford the river at Patteraon’s ; 
never have fordod below Patterson’s ; I don’t 
know whether I could or not. 
At this point (4:40) the Court adjourned 
till 9:30 A, 51. to-day.
